Al Ahram said the Vietnam- 
ese people fought heroic battles, 
against the United States and. 
what Al Ahram called its huge 
military institutions, but, “at no 
time did the Vietnamese fight- 
ers use the hijacking of civil- 
ian aircraft as one of their 
methods.” 

This method of the Viet- 
namese has won them world 
support, Al Ahram said.
